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Italy: Split in Two 


Both of Italy's major parties—the Christian 
Democrats and the Communists—claim vic- 
tory in the parliamentary elections just held. 
And both have justification. The Commu- 
nists: .xyphoned off Just enough votes fram 
other parties to score spectacular gains; the 
Christian Democrats, in the same manner, 
prevented the Communists from becoming 
Italy’s largest party. 80, in many respects, 
the balloting was a standoff; familiar 
enough in recent -Italian politics, 

But in one very important aspect the 
resu:ts of the voting brought something new. 
Italy is now sharply divided, down the 
middle, The minor parties lost heavily, and 
although the Socialists retain their ability to 
be a cabinet makeweight, it is plain that 
Italy as a whole 15 balanced uneasily between 
those who feel that opposition to Commu- 
nism compensates for Christian Democratic 
errors and those who consider those errors 
great enough to warrant voting for the 
“Enro-Communism” of Enrico Ber:inguer 

There are, of course, those who sincerely 
adhere to the principles of both of the great 
parties, But there is room for doubt as to 
how strong party discipline will be in the 
days ahead among the recent converts. so 
that when Aldo Moro seeks to form 8. gov- 
ernment, he will be confronted, not so much 
with bloc bargaining of the old type, but 


with a need for the kind of vague com- 


promise that is characteristle of U.S. rather - 


than European. politics. 

Certainly the election has not solved 
Italy’s deep problems of inflation and reces- 
sion; worse, it has made more difficult the 
task of creating the government and the 
parliamentary majority needed to tackle 
those problems Can It be done by consulta-~ 
tion with the Communists? What concessions 
will the Socialists demand? Can the Christian 
Democrats make the changes in policy and 
organization that both the state of Italy 
and the elections have demonstrated to be 
necessary? 

The Communist gains, in free elections and 
with a very moderate platform carry their 


‘own impact. That should give “Euro-Com-. 


munism” prestige in other states, notaby 
France, where a Marxism divorced (or at 
feast separated) fram Moscow could also 
have an appesl. And it calls for a different 
view of hammer and sickle than in the days 
when the hammer was supposed to be used 
to beat opponents over the head before 
outting their throats with the. sickle. To 2 
degree that even the “popular fronts” of 
prewar, and unmediately postwar, times 
provide little basis for judgment, Commu~ 
nism (it should now probably be speiled with 
8 small “Ὁ has become a ‘political force 
needing a new evaluation in the West. 


Belgrade: Pre-Probate Tensions 


As Yugoslavia’s Tito ages, the Balkan na- 
tion is bracing itself for a dispute over his 
political estate. This is a not uncommon 
condition today: China certainly and the 
Soviet Union probably are facing similar 
strains, But Yugoslavia is by no means as 
powerful as the other Communist countries, 
nor, since the Tito heresy produced a less 
dogmatic brand of authoritarian rule, can 
it impose quite the same simplistic com-

cruelty In that context. They have been 
making attacks on Yugoslav diplomats 
abroad, and the Yugoslay government na- 
turally resents that. But it is, on the surface, 
surprising that Belgrade officialdom has 
* concentrated so much of its fire on the 


United States for tatling to control terrorist | 


acts, when the worst of these acts occurred 
in other countries—West Germany, for 
example, Sweden and even remote Para- 
guay. ᾿ 


The United States has refused to outiaw 
groups opposed to the Tito regime, and 
the latter accuses the United States of 
encouraging them. Washington does not, of 
course, want to see a post-Tito Yagoslavia 
swallowed up in the Warsaw Pact, but there 
is no reason to assume that a disintegrated 
Yugoslavia would promise anything for a 
peaceful Europe. Moreover, the reputation of 
the Croatian Ustashi Is no higher In the 
United States than anywhere else. If no 
anti-Tito terrorists have been rounded up in 
the United States, the same is true of many 


other criminals, political or otherwise. And. 


the federal police and tnteliigence agencies 
are particularly sensitive sabout political 
groups in the wake of recent revelations 


It would seem, therefore, that Belgrade 
is pounding the United States from a famil- 
tar ‘motive—it 15 always easier to blame 
outside interests, “capitalist” infiuences, for 
domestic problems than to cope with those. 
problems at home. And the United States 
has been the whipping boy of the global 
left for a long time. Yugoslavia is entering 
upon a period of severe tensions, The United 
States has no need to increase those tensions 
—hor has Belgrade any real need to .exac- 
erbate its relations with Washington. 


Public Patrimony 


The political gavotte that marks most 
United Nations conferences was not missing 
from Habitat, the international meeting on 
human sett.ements recently held in Vancou- 
ver, The expected number of slanted resolu- 
tions were introduced to distort the issues 
and draw attention to the deep divisions be- 
tween Arabs and Israelis and the developed 
and developing nations. This has become the 
routine background musie to the larger 
themes. 

Fortunately, the issies are more com- 
pelling than the games played with them. 
At Hahitat, the closing resolutions dealt 
eonspicuous:y with land use, ἃ subject of 
universal urgency 

There is no disagreement that land is one 
of the most precious natural resources, even 
under the most disparate political and eco- 
nomic conditions. But it is also wealth and 
power. In the poorer nations extreme inequi~- 
ties in its distribution create extraordinary 
hardships In affluent nations its speculative 
use leads to severe environmental damage 
and gross inefficfencies of settlement and 
development The damage is a matter of 
kind and degree, but if is always irreversihie. 

How to deal with the damage breaks down 


according to ideology. Total control is deadly 


‘in result and even large-scale control, such 


as that practiced tn Britain since World War 
1, [s being questioned now But there is no 
question about the need to impose some 
order, logic and sensitivity on the disposi- 
tion of a finite, irreplaceable asset, in both 
the pubic and the national interest. 

The United States, land-rich for so long, 
nas made exploitation an article of faith, 
but the laissez faire that built this country 
can now destroy it. This nation’s recent 
history of federal land use legislation is sad 
and sordid; national and conservative con- 
gtessional proposals have been defeated 
repeatedly by muisreprtsentation and false 
fears. There 15 nothing un-American about 
repeatedly by misrepresentation and false 
sources followed by local planning The al- 
ternative is to cannibalize the country. 

What is involved is food. shelter, natural 
resources, water and power, patterns of 
setiement and open space, nature and his- 
tory, much of the economy and the total 
quality of life and the environment. We 
cannot continue to abuse the public trast 
and squander the public patrimony. Habitat 
has put the issue front and center.
